Legal shortcut on DACA rejected 


No ‘immediate review means extension for ‘Dreamers’

WASHINGTON — The Su- 
preme Court handed Pres- 
ident Donald Trump a 
significant defeat Monday, 
turning down the adminis- 
tration’s plea for a quick rul- 
ing on the president’s power 
to end special protections 


for so-called Dreamers. 

The court’s decision not to 
hear the administration’s ap- 
peal immediately could keep 
in place a legal shield for the 
nearly 700,000 young im- 
migrants for the rest of this 
year, and perhaps longer.

California and New York. 
The department had asked 
for an “immediate review” 
of a nationwide order by 
U.S. District Judge William 
Alsup in San Francisco that 


required the government 
to maintain for now the 
Obama-era program known 
as Deferred Action for Child- 
hood Arrivals, or DACA. 
The action the adminis- 
tration sought was rare. It 
has been nearly 30 years 
since the Supreme Court 
granted review of a district 
judge’s ruling before an ap- 


peals court could weigh in. 
And the court said Monday 
it had no interest in follow- 
ing that course in the DACA 
case. 

The justices, without dis- 
sent, turned down the ad- 
ministration’s petition “with- 
out prejudice,” meaning that 
the government could return 
to the high court once the 
appeals court rules.

Boomers rock on 


Woodstock plays on the North Coast 


50th anniversary commemoration of 1969 concert planned in Cleveland

Bob Cline, president of 
U.S. Tours, was 14 in 1969 
when the Woodstock music 
festival rocked the world. 

“My mom wouldn’t let me 
go,” said Cline, who lived 
outside Parkersburg, West 
Virginia, at the time (and 
still does). “There were a lot 
of people who wanted to go 
and couldn’t.” 


Fifty years later, Cline is 
throwing a massive party for 
those who didn’t or couldn’t 
make it to the original. His 
venue for the celebration: 
not the tiny town in upstate 
New York that hosted the 
original event, but Cleve- 
land. 

The event is being pitched 
to tour operators around the 
country, who are expected to 
bring more than 1,000 for- 
mer hippies to Cleveland in 


August 2019 for a three-day 
festival featuring 1960s-era 
music, bell bottoms and star 
gazing. 

“Tve been thinking about 
the 50th anniversary of 
Woodstock for a while,” said 
Cline, a 40-year veteran in 
the tour and travel field. “It 
was just a question of when 
and where.” 

Cline said Bethel, New 
York, home of Max Yasgur’s 
dairy farm that hosted 


400,000 people over three 
days in August 1969, doesn’t 
have the infrastructure, in- 
cluding hotels and restau- 
rants, to support his idea. 
The New York site, now 
home to a small museum 
and outdoor music venue, is 
planning a 50th anniversary 
event of its own, but details 
are slim: facebook.com/ 
woodstock50thanniversary.

County probe 


Subpoena 
targets 
billing 
records

Corruption investiga- 
tors have sought billing 
records from Everstream, 
one of two successor com- 
panies to OneCommunity, 
the high-speed internet 
provider named in a sub- 
poena served on Cuyahoga 
County’s administration 
offices earlier this year. 

Everstream President and 
Chief Executive Officer Brett 
Lindsey said his company 
received a subpoena several 
weeks ago requesting 
employment information 
related to Scot Rourke, a 
former OneCommunity 
CEO who is now chief 
transformation officer and 
chief information officer for 
the county. 

A second subpoena 
served on Everstream 
last week sought bill- 
ing records related to a 
$370,975 contract ap- 
proved by the Cuyahoga 
County Board of Control 
on Dec. 5, 2016, Lindsey 
said in a phone interview 
with cleveland.com. 

The contract was pay- 
ment for work already 
provided by OneCommu- 
nity to the county and 
related to the transfer of 
voice and data services 
from OneCommunity to 
AT&T. 

“I don’t know what all 
of this is about,” Lindsey 
said. “...We’re just re- 
sponding to the requests.” 

The subpoenas served 
on Everstream and county 
Executive Armond Bud- 
ish’s administration came 
from public corruption 
investigators with the 
County Prosecutor’s Of- 
fice. 

The investigators have 
not publicly spoken about 
what they suspect.

Shooting survivor 


Teen thought to be dead ‘grateful to be here’ 


First responder’ decision helped save Florida students life

As Madeleine Wilford 
bled out from multiple 
gunshot wounds outside 
Marjory Stoneman Douglas 
High School, the first re- 
sponder struggling to keep 
her alive was faced with a 
choice. 

Coral Springs Fire Depart- 
ment Lt. Laz Ojeda could 
follow guidance to rush the 
high school student to a hos- 
pital 30 miles away, where 


policy dictates most child 
patients should go. 

The second option: Head 
for the closer urgent care-fo- 
cused Broward Health 
North, about 12 miles away 
from where a gunman had 
just killed 17 people on Val- 
entine’s Day. 

The decision, he told 
The Washington Post on 
Monday, had serious impli- 
cations. Police officers had 
already mistakenly believed 
she was dead before they 
shook her and discovered 


she was alive. Her blood 
pressure was dropping and 
a lung was collapsed. An 
officer put on a chest seal 
to block air from entering 
her chest, but she needed 
a surgeon to keep her from 
drowning in blood. 

Ojeda was skeptical of an 
assessment of Wilford’s age 
as 15, so he rubbed her ster- 
num to ask her age. 

No response. He tried 
again.
